It was to this big 
thicket that the Texas Revolution­ 
ists had planned to flee if Sam 
Houston had not routed the Mexi­ 
cans at the Battle of San Jacinto, 
80 miles away to the east.

The Big Thicket is famous for 
its variety of plants and wildlife 
including some of the most beau 
tiful and interesting low trees and 
shrubs of the world.

Within thLs region is found the 
last home of several birds that 
are nearing extinction.

any other area of the South and 
perhaps of the whole world.
